Molberlaiid in li^'htiii^' the battles of 
Greater Uritaiii. 

The occasion w;is nimiieiittms, for it 
marked flic weldiu.i; of a new link ia 
llie ctiaiii of Iin|)orial Kederation, the im- 
porlance of \vlii< h it is iinposible to cover 
estiinaic. It was meuioniblo, too— au 
epoch in Victoria's history condensed in- 
to a single ni^rlit. 

'l"li.-.t the city is proud -of licr soldier 
sons was manifest everywhere. The 
drill haJl was crowded to Its very doors 
with quite ten thousand mitliiislastic 
subjects of the Queen. They were ready 
to boar without compbiint <'oinpressin;,' 
into an almost solid nmss of huniiuiity, 
If only th«y might got one gliuivse of 
the brave fellows who are to maintain 
ilio city's fame in tliu Transvaal; thi'y 
were ylad to stand in tlioiisaiuls outside 
the hull, oruuing necks and strainiiiK 
ears by doors or windows, iC only 
might take up the TinjrinK cheer wlieu 
the continsent for activi> service came 
forward, or -were called up luaii by inaii 
to receive the token of the city's refiard; 
lliey were ont, too, to line the stn^i'ts 
with niabsi'<i liiiiiianitv all the way from 
the drill hall to the dock, to cheer the 
part-ill),' contiiit,'enl as headed by the 
regimental bainl and escorted by the 
comrades wliu slay in the home ;;uard. 
they jiassed fri>iii those who h>ve them, 
un the lirst sta;,'e of their limjf journey 
lo where Uritaln's other sons are alrea<ly 
l)roving till' tiudiniined brightness of 
British arms. , , , . > 

It was not a wildly excitable, hysterl- 
cally-entliusiaslic parting. It was the 
farewell of a solid, undemou«4trative jieo- 
lile, whose glory is in ISritish liberty, 
and whose relinion is its pri-servaticui.

The platform for the 
ai)eakers of the evening had been plin'cd 
at the rear of the hall— as ilui-iu); the 
visit to the city of Dan (iodfrey's baud, 
anil liere the men of tlu^ h'ifth touk posi- 
tion, the half-company for unlive ser- 
vii'e, with ("aptain Blanehard their com- 
manding oflicer, immediately facing I In' 
raisiHl platform. 

Behind, iironnd, in KnHeiies. ev(U-y- 
wlim-t: — the citizens were packed so light- 
ly as to seem lUie sniid mass. 

.Mayor Kedl'erii was chairmiiii, and the 
proeoedinss oju'iied with that magiiilicent 
(dd martial liymn, "Onward (lliristiiin 
Soldiers." Lcfl hy the band nud joined 
in by thousands, its ringing strains lillod 
the j:real hall.

M'lvii-e, the .Mayor couliiiued, the men 
\\ lioui \'iCtorians liad now tiinied luit 
lo honor, had accepied a grave responsi- 
bility — the respous.bilily of luaiutaiuing 
and upholding the honor of A'ictoria and 
of British Columbia. Me felt sure that 
this iiitfli trust was safe in Uieir hands.

briefly, his voice (feeble at first) rising 
as he -wanned with 4118 subject, until it 
rang clearer and more distinctly through 
the hall than it has sounded for months 
if not years jiast to the Victoria um''- 
cnces who haye had the pleasure of hav- 
ing the reverend gentleman with them. 

"Rarely," he said, "has a feeling sn 
deep-und widespread been awakened in 
Victoria as moves our minds to-day. We

journ here, hut they have been far off, 
and, thou;,'-], witliont interest, attend- 
ed «-itli litlle agitation. Once or twice 
there seemed prospect of the battle com- 
ing to our shores and there was some 
tipprchension, but not of a violent char- 
acter. 

"But now that we are parting with a 
body of younger citizens to en.^age in a 
far-distant strife, long looked for and 
now at last unhappily come, we are 
totvchcd more deeply. 
. "it was a hapjiy thought to give these 
briive young volunteers a send-olT to 
cheer ;uid encourage them on their way. 
Nobly hits the suggestion been responded 
to, worthy of Victoria. So far as heart- 
felt sympathy and approval, eoiiidcd with 
tokens of a more substantial kind, can 
go, they will leave their muive shores 
with the feeling Ihat w-li:itever betide, 
they are thought of at home, tind pniyed 
for at home- 

"It was a saying among the ancients. 
It is sweet to die for mt country.' im- 
plying alrto that it is noble to go forth for 
our country. There is truth in tlio senti- 
ment. Soldiers do not as a nde analyze 
the causes. They leave that to the wis- 
dom of the niiers. 

"Since tliat time a nobler patriotism 
has risen ahov^' the old; the principles of 
whii-h are iiiimingled justice jiiid truth. 
Although, I believe, most of onr conii- 
irynien tit home and abroad hold Brit- 
ain's (.'ause just, we should not forget 
lliat soiiii. think olherwit<e, e.s-pecially 
'iliiose with whom the war 'is waged, or 
rather from whom the final resolve to 
light came forth. 

"Nor must we for 
erring mortals :it best. So many intricati 
aiid hidden elements enter into ipies- 
tiiiiis of jieaee and war, and so many 
interested feelings are rc-idy to ' sway 
ii-.ir jud.gment, that, with all our coii- 
viclions, we wi.re slill wise to h.ave 
the cause wi;li (iod. in Iniiiilile slipiiliea- 
tioii and prayer Ih.-it He would guide the 
issues and nioderate ihe evil,-} iff the 
opening striig,L;lc according to His own 
iiiiiiiile wi.silom, love and power, and to 
Him giro all the iiriiise." 

The audience then i^eie dismissed, af- 
ter joiniii- in Ihe .Niliomi! .Viilhem, and 
liiiher wtiilcd at Hie drill hall to .gra.sp 
the hands of the soldiers off for war, or 
|ire|iared to aceoniiiany them on tile 
inarch to the wharf tlirougli the cheer- 
ing streets. The band aecmnpanied the 
hoys a.s far as the oute_ 
although the hour was late, (I'liiie 
thousand people had gathered lo give a 
parting cheer and voice the liojie that 
our boys may come safe home again- 
covered with honor and renown.
